A Challenge to Farmers. 


But just because this is so there is a great 
deal in this report which farmers would do 
well to lay to heart. The challenge to their 
patriotism does not arise exclusively out of 
the ethical doctrines advanced—with which 
many who are not Socialists will agree and 
which farmers will read without resentment, 
though, perhaps, reflecting that many indus- 
trial workers certainly need it at least as 
much. Such a doctrine is the view that 
“civil progress demands. on a continuous 
effort to suppress the primitive in- 
stincts, and requires. that the com- 
mon needs of ones neighbours shall 
be acknowledged.”’ It is stated again in a 
from the farmers will have no difficulty’ in 
accepting, though they may point out that 
it has practical bearings other than those 
inferred in the context: “ We dissent from 
the view that the course of action that brings 
most profit to the individuals concerned in an 
industry should necessarily determine the 
nation’s economic policy in regard to that in- 
dustry.”

IRISH POULTRY 
INDUSTRY. 


BIG EXPORT EGG TRADE. 


The Northern Ministry of Agriculture is 
giving special attention to the fuller develop- 
ment of the poultry industry in the six coun- 
ties upon practical and scientific lines. 

In addition to the schemes of instruction in 
poaley ene in operation, writes a Bel- 
ast correspondent, arrangements have been 
completed with certain owners of selected 
poultry farms to co-operate with the Ministry 
of Agriculture in demonstrating the com- 
mercial possibilities of 
managed on up-to-date lines. 

The farms are of three quite distinct types, 
viz. :—(a) A large poultry farm where at least 
two thousand birds are kept; (b) a small 
farm, showing how a restricted area of a few 
acres can be profitably used; and, finally (c) 
mixed farm, Where poultry are kept as an ad- 
junct to the ordinary tillage operations. Par- 
ties interested in poultry-keeping can visit 
these farms by arrangement with the 
Ministry. 


3,000,000 Worth of Eggs. 


Northern Ireland is not only self-support- 
ing in regard to eggs, but from the Northern 
ports eggs to the value of £3,000,000 are de- 
spatched annually to Great Britain. Of these 
exports, however, Mr. P. Hogan, T.D., claims 
that 20 per cent. are eggs produced in the 
Irish Free State. Every effort is being made 
to substantially increase this amount, and add 
valuable additional revenue to the farm. Re- 
sults of egg-laying competitions show that 
there are in Northern Ireland as good laying 
strains as in any other  country— 
in fact, a world’s record in egg- 
Oke panes was established by one particular 

ird. At present the general average yield 
on the farm is estimated at about 100 or 110 
eggs per bird, and when regard is had to the 
record of these laying competitions in Ire- 
land, in which from 1913 to 1923 the number 
of eggs per bird rose from 120 to 189, it 
should not be impossible to raise the general 
average to 150. 

Even without any increase in the number 


of birds it should be possible to raise the 


export of eggs 50 per cent. to £4,500,000. 
A Forward Movement. 


It is recognised in the North that the 
stage has now been reached when improved 
marketing is necessary to capture the British 
market. The essentials are better grading 
and packing and the elimination of the stale 
or dirty egg. The Marketing of Eggs Bill is 
a distinct step towards the achievement of 
this end. 

Licences will be issued officially to whole- 
sale dealers in eggs, and the retention of a 
licence will be contingent on compliance with 
conditions to be laid down with regard to the 
proper testing, grading, and packing of eggs, 
and their freshness and fitness for consump- 
tion. The expression ‘‘ wholesale dealer” 1s 
so defined as to include collectors of eggs 
who either act as agents for some of the 
larger merchants or who dispose of thcir 
eg“s direct to retailers or commission agents. 

Premises where eggs are preserved, cold- 
stored or pickled must be registered, and the 
owner or occupier of su-h premises will be 
required to furnish returns as to the delivery, 
despatch and ownership of eggs. 

Cases containing preserved, etc., eggs are 
to be speoially branded, and if the eggs are 
exnosed for sale by retail, they shall be 
avpropriately and conspicuously labelled. 
The preserving of eggs is quite a legitimate 
form of business, but all reasonable precau- 
tions will be taken to ensure that these pre- 
served eggs do not masquerade as fresh. 

A safeguard is ine“““orated to cover cases 
where an offence has been committed inno- 
cently. Final responsibility will rest on the 
guilty party end not on the technical 
offender. It is proposed that market au- 
thorities. should provide sufficient and suit- 
able accommodation for the packing of eggs 
under cover. The complaint is common that 
many Irish merchants often pack eggs in the 
open market and that exposure to adverse 
weather conditions seriously affects consign- 
ments. , 

The new Act brings automatically into opera- 
tion the provisions of the Public Health Act 


of bad eggs, and prosecutions can be initiated 
for this offence even if the Public Health Act 
has not’ been adopted by the Local Sanitary 


| Authority. 


FREE STATE EGG BILL. 


A measure framed on similar lines was 
read a second time in Dail Eireann last week. 
The object of this Bill is to regulate the ex- 
port of eggs, and for that purpose to make 
provision for the registration of premises con- 
cerned in the export of eggs, and to provide 
for other matters relating to the sale of eggs. 
In addition to regulations for the registration 
and inspection of premises used by eg 
traders, the Bill provides for the marking o 
individual eggs and of packages. The sale cf 
dirty or unfit eggs is By eager Consequently 
buyers will be obliged to use more discretion 
urchases, for it will not be possible 
to export the best and cleanest eggs and re- 
tain the worst for home consumption. It will 
now lie with poultry keepers to make the 
most of their eggs Lé collecting them fre- 
sh ig keeping them clean, and grading 
them. Should they fail in these respects, 
their market will become severely restricted. 

In the Free State the value of the egg in- 
dustry is estimated at £6,000,000 per

LOCAL BODIES MUST 
ECONOMMISE.

The incidence of local rating is now 
generally acknowledged to be unfair, writes Mr 
M. R. Heffernan, T.D. The maintenance of 
the trunk roads is an unjust impost on the 
farming ratepayers, and it is claimed that the 
asylums, which in other countries are a 
national charge, should be so also in this 
country. But the effect of those changes 
would only be to change the basis of assess- 
ment from the local taxpayer to the general 
taxpayer, and, although not felt so severely, 
would eventually amount to the same thing. 

It is, therefore, evident that those respon- 
sible for the spending of the local funds must 
learn to ‘‘cut their cloth according to their 
measure,” and that economies in the local 
administration are urgently required. 


At a recent meeting of the Tyrone County 
Committee of Agriculture the suggestion from 
the Omagh Employment Committee asking 
farmers who require labourers to communi- 
cate with the local branch, and in that way 
prevent those who are idle and who desire 
to continue in that state from obtaining the 
out-of-work donation while work on Sestad 
was available, was adopted. 

In their own interests, farmers should de- 
stroy all noxious weeds. If they fail they 
will, in many parts of the country, be sub- 
ject to penalties under the Noxious Weeds 
Order. 

The Irish Cattle Traders’ Association have 
passed a resolution declaring that a reduction 
in existing live stock rates on railways in the 
Free State is long overdue. Rates across the 
Channel, it is pointed out, have for some time 
past been modified considerably, and the 
only Irish company to effect a reduction is 
the Great Northern Railway Company.

IRISH BEET SUGAR 
INDUSTRY. 


WOULD IT PAY? CONFLICTING 
VIEWS. 


Supplementing his recent contribution on 
this subject, Mr. John W. Young, Brockley 
Park, Stradbally, Queen’s County, writes that 
the capacity of the American beet sugar 
factory which he mentioned was from 200,000 
to 306,000 tons per annum. He doubis if 50 
tons of beet per acre can be obtained under 
ordinary farm conditions over a number of 
acres. 

“Tt is nothing to me,” he adds, “ whether 
the farmers of Ireland choose to experiment 
with beet-growing or not. My only object as 
a member of the Irish Farmers’ Union is to 
place my opinion and experience at their dis- 
posal. They can then decide what they will 
do. I have never made the statement that 
sugar beet cannot be grown in Ireland. I 
stated that in my opinion it could not be 
grown economically as a farm crop, and [till 
think so. It is news to me that October and 
November are slack months on the farm: in 
many years in many parts of Ireland harvest 
is not in till well on in October; then comes 
threshing, while potatoes have to be lifted, 
and mangolds pulled and stored, lest an early 
November frost should catch them; while in 
November comes the lifting of turnips, grub- 
bing, and cleaning stubbles, harrowing and 
top-dressing grass land, etc. 

A County Dublin correspondent points out 
that Mr. Young’s main contention against sugar 
beet-growing is that; the crop can only be 
grown where there is a minimum rainfall, also 
maximum sunshine. ‘‘ The beet-growing coun- 
tries‘in Europe,” he adds, ‘‘ comprise Ger 
many, Austria, Russia, France, Belgium. 
Netherlands, Sweden, Denmark, Italy, and 
Spain. The average beet root crop for the 
past ten years is 9.22 tons per statute acre, 
and 15 per cent. sugar, or 1.38 tons sugar, per 
statute acre. Mr. Young states that 24 tons per 
Irish acre (roughly, 15 tons statute) can be 
raised with the same sugar content—roughly 
speaking, six tong per acre more than the 
average European yield for the past ten 
vears. It seems, therefore, if sugar on the 
Continent is a commercial success, that a 
profit.could be made in Ireland, not taking 
into consideration the statement that the Go- 
vernment are practically assuring a subsidy 
of £25 13s. 4d. per ton on home-grown sugar. 
The residuums are also a valuable asset in the 
production of milk, being extensively used in 
U.S.A. A Continental firm has apparently 
jade a concrete offer to the farmers of Co. 
Kildare, and the only guarantee required is 
for the production of a certain quantity of 
sugar beet. If this can be overcome, a large 
amount of much-needed employment would be 
given, and the work would be productive.”

Canada and Ireland. 


The Prime Minister of Canada’s state- 
ment yesterday in the Dominion Parlia- 
ment raises a vast question. What is the 
largest measure of Dominion autonomy 
that is compatible with the continued unity 
of the British Empire? Canada considers 
that her rights and dignity were flouted 
by the British Government’s neglect to 
invite her presence in the recent negotia- 
tions with the Turks; and for that reason 
she refused at first to acknowledge the 
Treaty of Lausanne. The Irish Free State 
Government followed her example on the 
same ground. Now Canada has decided 
to recognise the Treaty, but her constitu- 
tional position in regard to it remains 
peculiar. Legally and technically she is 
bound by it, but her obligations under it 
will be defined by her own Parliament, 
and therefore will be of a very different 
kind from those which she has incurred 
under the Treaty of Versailles. Doubt- 
less, the Free State’s relation to the Treaty 
of Lausanne is now identical with 
Canada’s, although our Government still 
withholds its formal recognition. In 
this constitutional development Proiessor 
Berriedale Keith, a leading authority on 
Dominion status, finds a solution of the 
conflict between unity and autonomy. He 
holds that the Imperial Government and 
all the Dominion Governments ought to 
accept the position that, where agreement 
on treaties cannot be achieved, the 
Dominions shall be free to settle the 
extent to which they will give their active 
assistance to Great Britain. 

This solution may prove to be acceptable 
to Canada when present misunderstand- 
ings have been removed by fuller dis- 
cussions with the Imperial Government ; 
but for the moment the sprete injuria 
forme seems to be uppermost in her 
thoughts. Mr. MacKenzie King stated 
Canada’s outlook yesterday with a 
candour which, we may believe, was de- 
signed deliberately to shock British 
opinion into a mood of alert attention 
to her grievances. He said that three 
courses were open to Canada, She could 
assert complete independence; she could 
invite annexation by the United States, 
or she could demand a clearer recognition 
of her rights as a self-governing com- 
munity in the Empire It is safe to 
assume that neither the Canadian 
Government nor any appreciable section 
of the Canadian people desires, or has 
contemplated, a condition of isolation 
or the alternative of annexation by the 
United States. What Canada really 
desires is a more formal and even more 
ample acceptance of her status as a co- 
ecu’ inheritor of the privileges of Empire 
and a coequal moulder of its destinies. 
In this direction Mr. MacKenzie King 
sees “ the happiest and best development. 
He dismisses the suggestions of an Empire 
Parliament and an Empire Council, and 
seems to put the whole problem on the 
broad shoulders of the British Govern- 
ment. His statement virtually demands 
from that “-vernment a definition of its 
policy for the attainment of “effective 
co-operation within the Empire.” 

The situation has a profound interest 
for the Irish Free State. The Anglo-Irish 
Treaty puts the Free State, constitu- 
tionally, on exactly the same basis as. 
Canada; and hitherto, in the ee

When the British Government consented 
to the appointment of a Canadian Minister 
at Washington, the Free State Government 
promptly advanced a similar claim on its 
own account. When Canada refused to 
ratify the Lausanne Treaty, the Free State 
gave a like refusal on the ground that 
Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald had not been 
invited to safeguard this country’s vital 
interests in Asia Minor. In one sense 
our Government occupies a fortunate posi- 
tion since, while Canada sets the pace, 
President Cosgrave and his colleagues 
achieve the prize without the dust. Never- 
theless, the position has its dangers. They 
aris”, in the first place, from the fact that 
the Free State Government is being goaded 
forward by influences that seek a goal to 
which Canada does not saspire—the goal 
of complete independence. In the next 
place, our Government may be tempted to 
forget that, politically and economically, 
the Free State, unlike Canada, is largely 
dependent on the good-will of the British 
Government and people, If, for instance, 
a Free State Minister at Washington 
should make a comr-ercia] arrangement 
with the United States that would impair 
British or Imperial interests, the British 
Parliament's measures of retaliation might 
be swift and disconcerting. Whatever en- 
largements of Dominion status may come 
in the near future, close friendship and 
reciprocity with Great Britain are, and 
must remain, an absolute condition of 
this small country’s peace and progress.

Ametican Politics. 


The first, stage of the Presidential elec- 
tions in the United States began yester- 
day, when the Republican Convention was 
opened at Cleveland, Ohio. This great 
gathering is being attended by 1,110 
delegates from all the States in the 
Union, and their duty will be to nominate 
the Republican candidate for the Presi- 
dency. President Coolidge’s nomination is 
almost a foregone conclusion. His tactful 
policy has made him extremely popular 
with the men who supported President 
Harding's candidature four years ago, and 
yesterday the Republican chairman, Mr. 
Theodore Burton, was lavish in his praise 
of his personality. In America, however, 
political eulogies are fairly cheap, and the 
hyperbole of the Cleveland Convention 
safely may be ignored by those who wish 
to understand the position in regard to 
tl . Presidency. President Coolidge almost 
certainly will secure the official nomina- 
tion from the Republican Party, but 
almost certainly he will not be elected. If 
there were a straight fight between Re- 
publicans and Democrats next November, 
the Republican candidate would have an 
excellent chance of victory, but Senator 
La Follette has decided that there shall 
not be a straight fight and that he will 
stand as an Independent Republican. Mr. 
La Follette had great influence in both 
the Senate and the House of Representa- 
tives, and has the State of Wisconsin 
solidly behind him. He is opposed to the 
official Republican “ bosses,” and it is 
quite certain that his candidature will 
divert large numbers of votes from Presi- 
dent Coolidge. A serious split in the 
Republican ranks will give the Democrats 
an excellent prospect, as Senator La 
Follette’s candidature hardly will affect 
their voting power at all, and the chances 
are that the Democratic candidate will be 
returned on a minority vote. The 
Democrats now are largely out of touch 
with the problems which beset the path 
of the United States, and, from the inter- 
national point of view, President Coolidge’s 
election is most desirable. He has shown 
himself to be a sympathetic student of 
world affairs and is in no respect a “ hard- 
shell’ Republican. Just now America 
is faced with some extremely difficult 
problems, the solution of which will 
demand the highest statesmanship. The 
present crisis in regard to Japanese immi- 
gration, for instance, calls for the most 
careful treatment, and there are a dozen 
other issues of domestic importance which 
must be handled by the next President, In 
any other country the strongest pressure 
would be brought to bear on Senator La 
Follette to dissuade him from his plan 
to split the Republican Party; but in the 
United States every politician seems to be 
playing his own hand, and party and 
national interests alike are subordinated 
to the interests of the individual. A 
weak American Government would be a 
misfortune for Europe, which still looks to 
Washington for moral guidance as well 
as material aid, and, if Senator La 
Follette persists in his present purpose, 
a strong Government will be made im- 


possible. 
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International Sport. 

A few years ago the athletic supremacy 
of a small group of nations was un- 
challenged. Now the Olympic Games 
attract competitors from every quarter of 
the globe and world-beaters may coine 
from anywhere. Take, for instance, the 
victory of Uruguay in the Olympic foot- 
ball competition. At Colombes the 
Uruguayan team outclassed all its rivals 
and won a triumph that was admitted on 
all sides to be thoroughly deserved. The 
absence of teams from England and Scot- 
land, the two most famous “ Soccer”’ 
countries, detracted in some measure 
from the interest of the competition ; but 
the victory of a South American country 
lost none of its merits and its effect on 
the game ought to be excellent. We hope 
that the footballers from Uruguay will 
come to the British Isles and, following 
the example of the Argentine polo team, 
will carry the banner of South America 
in the playing fields of a traditionally 
British sport. As in football, so also in 
lawn tennis, golf and boxing, the net is 
spreading to include nations that pre- 
viously have not figured in international 
contests, and from many of them 
dangerous rivals are forthcoming. Ire- 
land in this case is reversing the tendency 
of the rest of the world. Where other 
countries are adopting games which they 
can play in international contests, Ireland 
is reverting to the games of the ancient 
Gael, to the exclusion of those Saxon 
sports that have become the inheritance of 
the whole civilised world. The Free 
State Association football team, however, 
competed at the Olympic tests with some 
credit, and survived two rounds before 
it lost a close game against Holland. 
Free State athletes are making their 
first national appearance in the Olympic 
Games, and the fact that the country is

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| ‘The Vanishing Gorilla. 


Sir Albert Gray, K.C., writing in The 
Times, pleads for the preservation of the 
gorilla, which he describes as “man's 
next-of-kin and poor relation.” ‘fhe 
number of gorillas at liberfy in Africa 
has been reduced to less than a hundred— 
some estimates place it no higher than 
fifty. As the gorilla is a slow breeder, it 
is doubtful if even the strictest protective 
measures will save his species from the 
extinction with which it is threatened. 
Sir Albert Gray accounts for twenty-six 
that are known to have been shot during 
the last few years, and probably others 
have been killed of which no record has 
been kept. Most of the specimens that 
have fallen to the rifles of sportsmen now 
adorn the rooms of museums, and Sir 
Albert Gray despairs for the gorilla so 
long as the “unholy alliance between 
museums and sportsmen”’ remains un- 
broken. He draws a harrowing picture of 
the sufferings of these almost human 
animals at the hands of their oppressors, 
and repeats the assertion of an offender, 
now reformed, that killing them is “akin 
to murder.’’ Native Africans are innocent, 
and the whole blame lies with blood-lustful 
white sportsmen and a neglectful Belgian 
Government that has failed to protect the 
existence of these animals by adequate 
legislation. Although large and rare, the 
gorilla is not aggressive and his destruction 
is not difficult to encompass. The case of 
the equally harmless and almost as interest- 
ing white rhinoceros has been pleaded 
recently and is another example of the 
results of negligence and sporting ruth- 
lessness. In America the problem has 
been tackled in a more _ businesslike 
fashion, as is shown in the salvation of 
the buffalo. Sir Albert Gray pleads for a 
healthy public opinion and an interna- 
tional agreement to strengthen the hands 
of the European Governments in Africa.

‘The essential qualities - in 
cubism,” it is remarked in these notes, ' are 
rhythm, the preservation of the character of 
the flat surface of the canvas, and the creation 
of form on the space of the canvas in such a 
way as to keep it throughout in direct and 
harmonious relation to the outside dimensions 
of the canvas itself. To secure the second of 
these qualities it is obviously nevessary to 
dispense with linear perspective. Space is 
merely suggested by the reciprocal influence 
of a succession of flat forms.” 

Among Miss Hone’s paintings we refer- 
ence is made to No. 35, which is described as 
an attempt to join two separate motifs, like 
two voices in a fugue. As regards Miss 
Jellett’s work, No. 15 is referred to as repre- 
senting the early stage, while Nos. 5-12 and 
No. 14 represent her most recent work, “lí 
is interesting to compare, in No. 7, her treat- 
ment of the fugue idea with that of Miss 
Hone: in Miss Jellett’s case there are four 
motifs instead of two.”’ 

The notes on the back of the catalogue, 
suggesting a parallel with the motives of com- 
position in music, may help the newcomer to 
this form of art to find a way to appreciation ; 
but it is probable that the majority of art- 
lovers will find themselves floundering in this 
new element.

THE ROYAL HIBERNIAN 
MILITARY SCHOOL, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMBS. 

Str,—The thanks of all Royal Hibernians 
are due to you for your kindly and sym- 

athetic allusions to the passing of a great 
School. As you mentioned, it was founded in 
1769 for the orphan sons of soldiers, under 
Royal Charter, and was not confined to the 
sons of Irish soldiers, although, being situated 
in the Phenix Park, it absorbed most of 
them as compared with the sister institutions, 
the Duke of York School, now at Dover, and 
the Queen Victoria School at Dunblane. All 
who have been connected with the School 
have been deeply grieved that, with its grand 
traditions of honour, courage and true sports- 
manship, upheld throughout the Empire for 
over 157 years, it should apparently be 
doomed to extinction. 

Although, officially, from July the School is 
to become a unit in the Duke of York’s 
School, it will still be a separate entity there 
for a considerable time, at least, as the boys 
at present number three hundred. There is 
still hope that it may yet be preserved to the 
Empire as a separate asset, and powerful in- 


fluences are at work to try to secure this 


privilege, It is now recognised that it was a 
tremendous mistake ever to have moved the 
School from the Phenix Park to Shorncliffe, 
as no one in Ireland would have molested it.

One of the most satisfactory features in 
connection with the huge attendance at the 
British Empire Exhibition yesterday was 
the expeditious manner in which over 
320,000 people were safely transported to 
their homes again. The railway services 
were severely tested, but they withstood 
the trial, while the omnibus arrangements 
worked with remarkable smoothness, 
Orderly «queues were formed up at all 
of the dozen platforms which comprise the 
omnibus station outside the Exhibition, 
and all the long lines of waiting holiday- 
makers had been picked up soon after mid- 


nthe management of the Bank Holiday 
traffic has been rather wonderful ; for yes- 
terday nearly four and a half million 
ssengers were carried by the omnibuses. 
his was a million more than on Whit 
Monday last year. One hundred and sixty 
thousand pa rs were. taken to 
Wembley alone. Every traffic record was 
broken during the week-end. The total 
number of "bus passengers on Saturday, 
Sunday and) Monday was 12,804,000. 
On Saturday the passengers numbered 
5,300,000, and on Sunday 3,024,000. During 
the holiday, and in spite of the uncertain 
weather, there has been a stream of packed 
omnibuses to the attractive rural spots out- 
side London, One -hundred. thousand 
people travelled to Epping Forest alone. 


The Flooded Thames. 


It is not surprising that there was no 
boating on the Thames during the holiday 
season ; for i is estimated by the Thames 
Conservancy |experts today that the 
summer fl is the greatest for over 
twenty years., The last flood of the kind 
was in June, 1903, and heavier than the 
present one. | There is now a tendency for 
the river to fall, but it is still running full 
bank all the way, and overflowing at many 
of the low-lying stretches. It seems un- 
likely that matters can mend much; for 
the continued rains keep up the rush of 
water, and it will be many days before the 
river resumes its normal summer appear- 
ance. 


The Premier's Holiday. 


The Prime Minister, while spending his 
holiday at his home at Lossiemouth, 1s 
determined to keep in close touch with 
Downing street; and a R.A.F. aeroplane is 
taking his correspondence daily to the 
North while Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is 
away. A suitable landing place near the 
village was prepared some weeks ago, 
so that the idea has been under considera- 
tion for some time. The air journey, too, 
is quite a long distance flight and must 
impose a heavy strain on the air pilots, but 
the moral effect on Lossiemouth must be 
very great. 


An Imperial Committee. 


On May 17th I mentioned a suggestion 
of Sir Robert Borden that resident 
Ministers of the Overseas Dominions in 
Great Britain should be able to express 
the opinions of the different States in the 
Empire on its external affairs, and that 
such a gathering would be able to do much 
to bring about solutions to vexed ques- 
tions such as that of the Boundary Com- 
mission. It now seems likely that such a 
body will be set up without any great 
delay; for the Imperial Committee, fore- 
shadowed by the Prime Minister last 
Friday, is virtually in process of forma- 
tion. The Prime Minister and the 
Colonial Secretary will be members with 
the High Commissioners of the 
Dominions, or, in the absence of any one 
of them, a specially chosen representative. 
This body will deal in co-operation with 
outstanding points between the home 


seas. The body, I understand, 
permanent, and will meet whenever there 


is matter for discussion. 


M. Litvinoff, 


M. Litvinoff, who once was the Bolshevist 
agent in London, has arrived here again, 
ostensibly on a holiday, but in reality, 
it is assumed, to strengthen the Soviet 
delegation. He is one of the Soviets 
strong men, and, since the Anglo-Soviet 
Conference has reached a deadlock, he 
has been summoned to help it to over- 
come the obstacles. In September, 1918, 
with his Soviet Embassy, he was ordered 
to leave the country, and the party was 
escorted to the boat by the police, but he 
now returns with proper credentials. The 
Soviet is really indifferent as to the 
success of the Conference; for what it 
really needs is money, and, since the 
delegation has failed completely in its 
efforts to obtain a loan, M. Litvinoff will 
go into the City and see what he can do. 
If he can get no money, it is probable 
that there will be an early close of the 
Conference, 


The Law’s Delays. 


The English Law Courts once again are 
choked up with eases, with only seven 
weeks remaining before the Long Vacation. 
The main reason for the congestion 15 
that there are too few judges, and any- 
thing out of the way makes a serious 
difference to the progress of business 
generally. The O'Dwyer case occupied 
Mr. Justice McCardie for many weeks, 


has been on the sick list. The delay in 
litigation is trying to all concerned, and 
it 1s probable that some of the retired 
judges will be invited to return to help 
to bring the congestion to an end. Last 
year there was a general opinion in the 
legal world that people were not going 
to law as much as they did, but the ex- 
perience of the present year has brought 
about a change of mind. 


Ascot Week. 


Given that most necessary of all 
things for success—fine weather—Ascot 
this year should be a most brilliant 
and enjoyable meeting. The popular 
six-shilling stand has ben wtrans- 
formed from a cramped enclosure into 
a well-arranged position from which 
the racing can now be seen, while many 
new turnstiles and exit gates will obviate 
the crush and delay inevitable in former 
years. The King and Queen will have a 
large party staying with them at Windsor 
Castle, and the usual processions up 
the course will take place each day. 
It is expected that the display of dress 
this year will exceed anything seen for 
many Ascots; for it is to be one of lace 
and feathers and of black and white 
costumes. 


America and Japan, 


Conversations with Americans in London 
show that the most dangerous phase of 
the tension in the relations between the 
United States and Japan is the state of 
public feeling in the two countries. The 
exclusion measure was forced upon the 
Government by the demands of the States 
bordering on the Pacific. It is asserted 
that under the “Gentlemen’s Agreement 
there was little restriction upon brides, 
and that the Japanese population was 
rapidly increasing on account of the 
rolific character of the immigrants. In 
tá the same position exists. Public 
opinion is inflamed. Fortunately, the 
vernments of both countries are anxious 
to avoid trouble.

SCENE IN THE CHAMBER. 


THE LEFT ADOPTS A POLICY 
OF SILENCE. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

By a majority of 529 votes to 214. to- 
night, the Chamber of Deputies adopted a 
motion in the name of M. Herriot and other 
members of his party, refusing to enter into 
relations with the Francois Marsal Govern- 
ment, and, by implication, with the President 
of the Republic. 

The Senate, despite an attempt to prevent 
it, decided by 154 votes to 144 to adjourn in 
order to wait for the Chamber’s decision. 

The galleries of the Chamber were crowded, 
and in the diplomatic box were Lord Crewe 
and other members of the British Embassy, 
with the Italian and Belgian Ambassadors. 

M. Painlevé had hardly mounted the 
Speaker’s chair, when M. Marsal ascended 
the Tribune, and read the Ministerial 
message. 5 

(From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT.) 

' There was no debate properly speaking. 
The Left parties, in order to bring things 
quickly to a climax, refused to enter into 
discussions with the Government which M. 
‘Millerand had formed to present his case to 
Parliament. ee 

Their motion for the adjournment of the 

debate until a majority Government had been 
jormed, was equivalent to a motion of no 
confidence in the Government and in M. 
Millerand., 
_ First M. Francois Marsul, as Premier, read 
in clear, grave accents the Presidential mes- 
sage and the Government declaration. These 
were punctuated by applause from the Right, 
and received in frigid silence by the Left, 
including even the Communists. 

M. Reibel, late Minister of the Devastated 
Regions, who followed, declared that the Radi- 
cal Socialists had not made the case against 
M. Millerand an electoral issue. But they 
had since toed the line to the Socialists, and 
more especially the Communists, who had 
not forgiven M. Millerand for his share in 
Poland’s victory over the Soviet. This re- 
mark was too much for the Communists, who 
shouted ‘ Millerand betrayed the Prole- 
tariat’’ and ‘‘ Renegade.”’ 

M. Reibel was proceeding to define the con- 
iitutional points at issue when the news 
reached the Chamber that the Senate had re- 
fused to enter into debate, pending the vote 
in the Chamber. This meant that the Senate 
refused to commit itself, and was virtually 
a victory for the Left, and the deputies 
broke the spell of silence, shouting ‘‘ Vive le 
Kenat.”’ The demonstration lasted several 
minutes, 

M. Reibel then went on with his speech, 
which was deliberately provocative, and when 
he sat down after an hour and twenty minutes 
the Right roared with applause. 

M. Francois Marsal then spoke again, 
remaining very calm, amid considerable in- 
terruption from the Communists and some 
Socialists. His as ertion that the campaign 
acainst M. Millerand was inspired by a 
thirst for vengeance against the Premier of 
1920 (M. Millerand) provoked loud protests 
from the Extreme Left, and a remonstrance 
from M. Painlevé, President of the Chamber. 

M. Renaud Jean, on behalf of the Com- 
munists, made a violent attack on M. 
Millerand, which was listened to dis- 
tractedly by a House which was growing im: 
patient of delay in coming to grips on the 
main issue, 

M. Fabre, Minister of the Colonies, how- 
ever would not let the attack pass without a 
rejoinder, which was almost inaudible owing 
to the hubbub on the Communist Benches. 
M. Marsal, for the third and last time, 
mounted the tribune to announce that the 
Government made the motion for adjourn- 
ment a question of confidence. This closed 
the discussion, and the voting began. The 
Voting lasted an hour, and at 7.30 p:m. the 

resident of the Chamber read the result, 
Which wag 329 for and 214 against. 

The announcement was instantly greeted | 
With thundering cheering from the Left, and 
the Chamber adjourned until to-morrow 
afternoon, “to hear a communication from the

CONVENTION. 


EULOGY OF PRESIDENT 
COOLIDGE. 


CLEVELAND, OHIO, Tuesday. 

The Republican National Convention 
mustered at eleven o’clock this morning, and 
Mr. Theodore Burton, member of the House 
of Representatives, was elected temporary 
chairman. Thereupon he delivered a “‘ key- 
note ” address, praising Mr. Coolidge as un- 
surpassed among the rulers.of the earth in 
honesty of purpose, courage, and high devo- 
tion to the welfare of his cowntry. ‘‘ By far 
the greater share of our citizenship,”’ he de- 
clared, “looks to Mr. Coolidge, rather than 
to Congress, for leadership.” 

After recommending that the Republican 
Party should declare for American adhesion 
to the World Court, with merely the Hard- 
ing-Hughes reservations, Mr. Burton expressed 
regret because Congress had, not heeded Mr. 
Coolidge’s wishes in the matter of immigra- 
tion legislation, and he advocated a ‘‘ cam- 
paign of education”’ on the subject of taxa- 
lion, so that it should be generally realised 
that not all the burden of taxation fell on 
those who first paid the tax. 

After Mr. Burton’s speech, which was 
loudly applauded, Mr. Mellon, the Secretary 
of the Treasury, meved the appointment of 
a Resolutions Committee, to draw up a Party 
programme, 

The Convention then adjourned until to- 
morrow morning, and a committee imme- 
diately assembled to receive suggestions.—

MUST HAVE AMENDING 
BILL. 


—— €——- 


In bringing the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland to a close at 
Belfast yesterday, the Moderator referred to 
the Northern vernment’s Education Act, 
which had been discussed at some length by 
the Assembly last week. > 
The Moderator said that he had a very bad 
record with politics in Ulster, but he would 
like to say that he thought the Northern 
Parliament had adjusted itself splendidly to 
the new and difficult situation that it had in 
this land. They had reason to be proud of 
it; he was proud of it. It had passed many 
my enactments, but, especialy twó. They 
ad now got good temperance legislation, far 
in advance of any other portion of the King- ' 
dom, and they were grateful for it. Then 
they had got a great Education Act, which 
meant a great deal for the education of the 
land, but they were at one with the great 
body of Church people in the land in think- 
ing that there was a great defect in reference 
to one or two things. 

First of all, they did not like the regional 
committees. They wondered that the local 
committees should have the power to dismiss 
or appoint the teachers. Again, they were 
asked to hand over their school property with 
no safeguard in reference to religious teach- 
ing. They could not have that. (Applause.) 
They were determined, and they were at one 
with the great majority in all the churches 
in Ulster, that they must have an amending 
Act. (Applause.) They must have at least 
the two things that Scotland stood for a few 
years ago, and that Scotland got—first, 
Biblical teaching as part of the school curri- 
culum, and, secondly, the local authority to 
be satisfied with the religious belief of the 
teacher. 

If denied these things, declared the 
Moderator, we will stand out till we gev 
them, and we think our Parliament is far too 
intelligent, far too sympathetic with the genius 
and spirit of Ulster to hold out against us. 
We have no hostile feelings towards our 
Parliament or Government, but we are not 
going to allow the state of things that pre- 
vailed in Germany, and that brought on 
disaster—that is, making the State superior to 
the Church, putting the State before the 
Christian Church and the things that the 
Church stands for. 

CALL TO THE REV. F. C. GIBSON. 

The Rev. Dr. Lowe submitted the report 
of the Shankill road Mission. He referred 
to the retirement from active duty of the 
Rev. Dr. Montgomery and the appointment as 
his assistant and successor of the Rev. F. C. 
Gibson, Ormond quay Presbyterian Church, 
Dublin. The call to Mr. Gibson was signed 
by over, 600, and was practically uranimovs. 
They expected the happiest results from Mr. 
Gibson’s ministry in the Shankill road,

CHURCH UNION. 

The Clerk announced that there was 
nothing to report by the Committee on Church 
Union, There was no prospect of union be- 
tween the two denominations that had been 
considering the matter. It was suggested that 
the Committee be reappointed, and called 
“The Committee on World Conference and 
Faith and Order,’’ Professor Davey to act as 
Convener. 

The Rev. Professor Paul seconded the re- 
solution, which was carried. 

The Rev. J. D. Osborne, D.D. (Dublin), 
moved the adoption of the report on Co-opera- 
tion with Other Churches. e said that co- 
operation had been of great advantage and 
fruitful of the best results. Along with that 
report they had the report of the United 
Council of the Christian Churches in Ireland. 
Co-operation was on the side of the peace of 
nations. The future was with the young, and 
if they were to be saved from another holo- 
caust it would be by the young. 

The Rev. Professor Paul, in seconding the 
motion, said that they had need in Ireland for 
all the co-operation that could be got between 
the Protestant Churches. Co-operation also 
enabled them to present a united front towards 
their Government, which had shown itself 
ready to welcome any helpful suggestions from 
their Churches as a whole. 

Mrs, Clow, who was warmly received, then 
addressed the House, and said that they had 
to work together to bring in the regulative 
ideal of Christian life. Proceeding to speak 
more particularly of the “Copec ” Conference— 
she asked them to get over their first dislike 
of the word. One of the speakers had said 
that there was no reason for the present con- 
-tinued widespread unemployment, and the plea 
was made for a decent wage. It was also as- 
serted that there was no consistency between 
Christian principle and war, There was no 
reference in the reports as yet to Ireland, 
but it was a so that it would come. Arrange- 
ments were being made for a great meeting 
in Belfast in November, and the movement 
would continue to grow North and South 
until the whole people were lifted up and 
swept forward on its tide. (Applause.) 

CHURCHES CLOSING THEIR DOORS. 

The Rev, T. M. Johnstone said he wanted 

to come to matters nearer home, and that was 
the relations between the Churches in Ireland. 
He was not moving any resolutions, but if 
he did move any they would be in favour of 
definite practicable movement concentrating 
attention upon and aiming at the organic 
unity of denominations which had been led by 
Providence into such close fraternal relations. 
The Rev. J. 8. Rutherford moved that a 
committee be appointed to make preliminary 
investigations as to the possibility of union 
between the Presbyterian Church and the 
Methodist Church in Ireland, and report to 
next Assembly. 
_The, Rev. Dr. Little, seconding the resolu- 
tion, said that it was a novel project for the 
foundation of Protestant union in Ireland 
before long. 

The Rev. Dr. Strahan said that it would be 
a good thing if anything like a united service 
could be secured in the Southern parts of the 
country, but he would regret if the resolution 
pro d by Mr. Rutherford would meet with 
little or no response. There were parts of 
Ireland where union would be of great benefit. 
In the Free State the ition of Protes- 
tantism was very critical to-day. In many 
districts the Church of Ireland was closing its 
doors because no one was left to worship in 
them. There were other places where they 
had only a small remnant of Presbyterians 
amongst them. What they had to do was to 
show that they were united. 

The report was adopted. 

The Moderator thanked Mrs. Clow for her 
address, and asked that a message be sent 
to Mr. Clow thanking him for all he had 
done for them, and expressing the hope that 
he might soon be restored to health. 


MINISTERIAL USEFULNESS. 

The Rev. Gordon Clements presented the 
report on ministerial usefulness. This dealt 
with the special meeting for conference and 
counsel concerning the welfare of congrega- 
tions held by twenty-three Presbyteries as 
ordered by the @eneral Assembly. Nearly all 
these Presbyteries were of opinion that the 
special meeting had served a useful purpose. 
In particular it had promoted interest in the 
cause of missions and in better organisation 
of Congregational activities, and it had 
brought elders and ministers closer together 
in the fellowship of prayer and counsel, and 
had promoted among them the fraternal spirit. 
The resolutions appended to the report, Mr. 
Clements pointed out, contained the following, 
which he would desire to be brought before 
the Presbyteries :—(1) That Presbyteries be 
directed to hold a special meeting in October 
or November next for conference and fellow- 
ship and counsel concerning the welfare of 
congregations within their bounds; (2) the 
Assembly recommend that all ruling elders of 
the Presbytery be encouraged to take an 
active part in the proceedings, and it is sug- 
gested that among other subjects the reports 
on the state of religion adopted by the Pres- 
bytery, and by the last previous General 
Assembly, might be discussed. He moved the 
adoption of the resolutions.

Trinity Sittings will be begun this mornin 
at Dublin Castle, and the new Supreme an 
High Courts of the Free State will be opened. 
commencement of the Term will be 
marked by an entirely nev ceremonial. «In 
years past a procession of judges in crimson 
and ermine, with full-bottom wigs, was a 
ectacle which always attracted a consider- 
able gathering in the Central Hall of the 
Four Courts. There will be a procession of 
judges at Dublin Castle this morning to make 
the prescribed declaration before the Chief 
Justice, but no wig or gown will be worn. 
When that has been done, Part I. of the 
Courts of: Justice Act will be in operation. 
The Chief Justice (Mr. Hugh Kennedy, 
K.©.) has already made the declaration before 


| the Governor-General, and the other judges 


will make it in open Court in order of 
riority of appointment—namely, Mr. Timothy 
Sullivan, EC, President of the High Court 
of Justice; Mr. Charles O’Connor, h.v., and 
Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., Judges of the 
Supreme Court: Mr. James Creed Meredith, 
K.C.; Mr. Thomas Lopdell O’Shaughnessy, 
K.C.; Mr. William E. Wylie, K.C. ; Mr.

The judges will make the declaration in 
the apartment which was once the Throne 
Room of Dublin Castle, now known as Court 
No. 4, and President Cosgrave and several of 
his Ministers, and senators and members of 
the Dail will be. present. 

According to the arrangements made yester- 
day, the ceremony will commence at eleven 
o'clock, The Chief Justice and his brother 
judges will assemble in the Chief Justice's 
chamber and form a procession, which will 
emerge from the entrance to the Probate 
Offices into the Upper Castle Yard. There a 
military guard of honour will be stationed, 
and No. 1 Army Band will play as the pro- 
cession moves towards the main entrance to 
the old State apartments and ascends the 
grand staircase to the Court in which the 
principal function will take place. . 

When the eight judges shall have made the 
declaration, Mr. John O'Byrne, the newly- 
appointed Attorney-General, will be called 
within the Inner Bar by the Chief Justice in 
open court. Afterwards there will be a meet- 
ing of the judges in the Benchers’ Chambers. 
They will, it is understood, fix the list for 
to-morrow, and after the meeting the new 
judges will be photographed. 

They will sit afterwards to hear any pres- 
sing applications that may be made to them. 

Counsel engaged in the Courts, it is under- 
stood, will continue to wear wig and gown, 
as the present rules of Court remain in force 
until new rules are made. 

The Legal Diary for to-day contains: a 
long list of cases for trial by jury, fourteen 
of these being “ special” and nineteen “ city 
common” jury cases.

JURORS’ OATH. 
ALTERATIONS IN THE FORM. 


Alterations in the forms of indictments and 
the jurors’ oath are features of the Criminal 
Justice (Administration) Bill, which was in- 
troduced in the Dail last week. The text of 
the measure was published yesterday. 

One of the provisions of the bill is that 
all criminal charges prosecuted upon indict- 
ment shall be at the suit of the Attorney- 
General, instead of the King, as at present. 

The oath to be administered to the jurors 
empanelled for the trial of a criminal charge 
or issue will, it. is proposed, be in the follow- 
ing form:—“‘I do swear by Almighty God 
that I will well and truly try the issue as to 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty 
of the charge hair in the indictment 
against him (or her), and that I will give a 
true verdict according to the evidence.’ 

It may be mentioned that the form of oath 
in use at present is as follows :— 

“You shall well and truly try and true 
deliverance make between our Sovereign Lord 
the King and the prisoner at the Bar, and of 
all such other prisoners and traversers as may 
be given to you in charge, and a true verdict 
give according to the evidence.” 

Regarding indictments, the bill states that 
“the statement of offence shall describe the 
offence shortly, in ordinary language, avoid- 
ing, ag far as possible, the use of technical 
terms, and without necessarily stating all the 
essential elements of the offence.” It may be 
recalled that when Mr. O’Higgins was intro- 
ducing the bill he pointed out that, as certain 
forms of indictment at present in use were 
“somewhat archaic and funereal in their 
phraseology,’ it was the intention to 
“modernise '” them. 

Under Section 7 of the bill it. is provided 
that, where it appears to the Court that an 
indictment is of unnecessary length or 
materially defective in any way, the Court 
may make an order for payment of the part 
of the cost (of the ‘prosecution) which has 
been incurred by reason of that redundancy 
or defect. 

The. rule-making authority will be the same 
ag under the Courts of Justice Act. 


PRISONER AS WITNESS, 


The text of another bill relating to criminal 
rosecutions was also. published yesterday. 
his measure, which was introduced by Mr. 
O’Higgins on the same day as the one already 
quoted, is designed to amend the law of 
evidence in criminal cases. It is entitled the 
“Criminal Justice (Evidence) Bill.” 
The principal provision of the measure 1s 
that every person ates with an offence and 
his or her wife or husband, as the case may 
be, shall be a competent witness for the de- 
fence at every stage of the proceedings. This 
rocedure is, however, subject to the follow- 
ing provisions :—(1) That a person so charged 
shall not be called upon as a witness except 
upon his own application; (2) that the failure 
of the prisoner or his or her wife or husband 
to give evidence shall not be made the subject 
of any comment by the prosecution; (5) that 
the wife or husband of the prisoner shall not 
be called as a witness except on her or his 
application; (4) that nothing shall make a 
husband compellable to disclose any communi- 
cation made to him by his wife during the 
marriage, or vice versa; (5) that a prisoner 
who is a witness may be asked any question 
in cross-examination, notwithstanding that it 
would tend to criminate him as to the offence 
charged ; (6) that a prisoner who is a witness 
shall not be asked or required to answer any 
question tending to show that he has been 
charged with or convicted of an offence other 
than the charge before the Court, or tending 
to show that a is of bad character. There 
are certain exceptions to the last-mentioned 
provision. 
Under Section 2 of the bill it is provided 
that where the only witness to the facts of 
the case is the prisoner he shall be called as 
a witness immediately after the close of the 
evidence for the prosecution, In cases where 
the right of reply depends upon the question 
whether evidence has been called for the de- 
fence, the fact that the prisoner has not been 
called as a witness will not of itself confer on 
the prosecution the right of reply.

The strike of the men on the London 
underground railways is gradually breaking 
down, and an almost immediate collapse 
might be anticipated if it were not for a com- 
lication of the situation by the Electrical 
rades Union, remarks The Times 
editorially. This union, along with the other 
organisations of craftsmen employed in the 
underground railway workshops, is pressing 
a claim for higher wages and an annual 
week’s holiday with pay. The craftsmen 
are on strike along with the unskilled and 
semi-skilled men, who belong to the National 
Union of Railwaymen. eir strike, also, 
was irregular, though it has since been con- 
doned by two of the four unions -concerned. 
The Amalgamated Engineering Union, 
alone of the craft unions, has dis- 
countenanced a movement begun without 
proper authority or sufficient pretext. The 
Electrical Trades Union not only 
** recognised "’ the strike immediately, but 
now threatens to extend it to a more 
vulnerable part of the electric railway under- 
takings. It has members in the power 
stations as well as in the workshops, and 
@ decision taken last night was to call a 
conference for to-morrow to consider an imme- 
diate strike of its members in the power 
stations if the dispute in regard to the 
workshops men is not settled to-day. 

It is a threat of the gravest moment. It 
will hearten the members of the National 
Union of Railwaymen to continue the 
resistance to the constitutional authority in 
their union, and, if carried out, it will make 
the continuance of the underground railway 
services a matter of extreme difficulty. The 
Fge! of an early termination of the strike, 
which is very seriously incommoding London’s 
residents and its visitors, is clouded. The 
situation, indeed, threatens to require the 
serious consideration, not of the Minister of 
Labour alone, but of the Cabinet. 


NEW DISCOVERIES AT 
KNOSSOS,

SIR ARTHUR EVANS'S TELEGRAM 


The Times has received a telegram, dated 
Candia, June 9, from Sir Arthur Evans, who 
since 1900 has been conducting excavations at 
Knossos, in Crete, the traditional site of the 
Palace of Minos, known to the ancient Greeks 
as the Labyrinth, from which the following is 
extracted :— 

There have been developments of unex- 
pected magnitude and interest in my excava- 
tions at Knossos. The first surprise was the 
evidence of the existence of a portico, with a 
rising line of supporting pillars up the step- 
ping of the south slope to the Palace forming 
a prolonged State entrance. Facing this on 
the opposite side of the torrent bed there is 
a still more astonishing discovery. Here a 
supposed rock surface, on which were .some 
blocks of road paving, proved to be an alluvial 
deposit petrified by gypsum springs, and 
weeks of actual quarrying have now revealed 
the Cyclopean piers of a Minoan viaduct and 
bridgehead, the most imposing structure that 
has as yet come to light in Crete. It dates 
from the fountain of the Palace, four centuries 
earlier than Mycene, and represents the abut- 
ment of the great South road across the 
island,

which will be acceptable to everybody con- 
cerned,

NO APPROVAL, 


EQUALITY WITHIN 
THE EMPIRE. 
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OTTAWA, Tuesday. 
In the Dominion House of Commons yester- 
day, the Premier, Mr. Mackenzie King, made 
a long statement on the position taken up in 
respect to the Lausanne Conference and 
Treaty. 
He explained that particular objection had 


| been taken to the procedure adopted by the 


British Government in asking Canada to 
ratify a Treaty imposing obligations on her 
when Canada had not been invited to parti- 
cipate in the Conference and was not directly 
represented among the signatories. 

That, Mr. King declared, was a serious 
departure from the position of equal status, 
which Canada had maintained logically and 
persistently, which had been adopted at Ver- 
sailles, Washington, Genoa, and The Hague, 
and which was unanimously decided upon at 
the Imperial Conference. 

The, Premier continued—‘‘ The reason we 
have not brought the Treaty into this House 
and asked Parliament to approve it is that 
we believe Parliament would not approve it 
in view of the course pursued in this case.”’ 

Reviewing the correspondence, Mr. King 
noted that the first intimation received by 
the Canadian Government fespecting the 
Lausanne Conference stated: “ Yester ay in- 
vitations were sent.” That invitation was 
sent on behalf of the British Government, and 
not on behalf of the Empire. Im no way 
was it appearent that the Dominion Govern- 
ment would be represented. Moreover, an 
accompanying confidential communication re- 
ceived at that time made it clear that Canada 
‘‘ should not, and could not, be represented.”* 


CANADA TO DECIDE, 


That, said the Premier, ‘should have been 
made clear in the British House of Commons. 
The Canadian Government, however, did not 
‘wish to create an embarrassing situation for 
the British Government, but desired to assist 
in every possible way, and in that spirit, he 
said, it took no exception to the course taken 
by London to negotiate a “ Treaty to end 
war. 

The invitation to participate, however, in- 
timated that a new obligation might be in- 
volved, and to that Canada promptly answered 
that only the Canadian Parliament had the 
right to decide. 

The Premier, reviewing the stand taken at 
the Imperial Conference, declared that 
he had _ repeatedly * announced that, in 
view of the procedure taken by Britain, 
there should be no representation of 
Canada, therefore the Canadian Parliament 
could not be asked to ratify the Treaty, 
though, because of circumstances which did 
not directly concern Canada, no exception 
would be taken to its ratification by Great 
Britain. 

The Premier pointed out that war with 
Turkey was declared by His Majesty on the 
advice of his Ministers, and that was binding 
on the whole Empire. Similarly the war 
ended by the King signing the peace treaty 
on the advice of the British Government, and 
that also was binding on the whole Empire. 
He said that there had been much misappre- 
hension respecting Canada’s attitude, 


THREE COURSES. 

There were; declared the Premier, three 
alternatives confronting Canada: first, com- 
, ba Independence ; second, annexation by the 

Jnited States; third, a more clearly recog- 
inised relationship as a self-governing nation 
within the Empire. 

In the last direction he saw the happiest 
rand best development, and it was because he 
held that view that he had taken so strong 
a stand for the recognition of the full rights 
of the Canadian Parliament as opposed to any 
tendency to a reversion to a Colonial or 
subordinate position. He believed that an 
Imperial Parliament would be impossible, 
and that an Imperial Council, as We in 
some quarters, would be disruptive, 

Mr. King continued:—‘“I thmk that the 
aim of effective co-operation within the 
Empire would be best obtained by giving the 
Dominion full recognition § respecting self- 
governing rights. and that any steps we take 
to make clearer our full rights to self-govern- 
ment will conduce to the security and perma- 
nency of oar allied nationhood within the 
Empire. 

‘‘Legally and technically, Canada will be 
bound by the ratification of the Treaty. The 
whole of the British Empire, in relation to the 
rest of the world, will stand on the Treaty, as 
ratified, but as respects the obligations aris- 
ing out of the Treaty itself, this Parliament, 
if regard is to be had to the representations 
which, from the outset, were made to the 
| British Government, will in no way be bound 
by any obligation veyond that which Parlia- 
ment, of its own volition, recognises as arising 
out of the situation, 

“We say that the moral obligations resting 
upon this Dominion under this Treaty will be 
vastly different to the moral obligations im- 
posed under the Treaty of Versailles, having 
regard tc the different manner in which the 
whole negotiations were carried on,” 


EMPIRE POLICY. 


Mr. Meighan, leader of the Opposition, was 
sharply critical of the attitude taken up by 
the Government respecting non-representation 
at Lausanne, and its tacit acquiescence in the 
course pursued by the British Government, 
without making any “further effort to be a 
direct participator in the negotiations for a 
Treaty which bound Canada with the rest of 
the Empire, and which might involve Canada 
in future wars. 

He agreed with the Prime Minister that the 


‘Canadian people desired that their destiny 


should be worked out as a self-governing 
nation within the Empire, and that that 
destiny should be honourably pursued in co- 
operation with the other self-governing 
Dominions. © That involved insistence on the 
full exercise of Canada’s self-governing powers, 
The Dominions should seek to find a com- 
mon ground with Great Britain regarding 
foreign policy, approaching the problem in a 
spirit of friendship. He believed that it was 
an error for Great Britain to suggest that 


‘Canada should be satisfied with a purely 
| British delegation at Lausanne; but Canada 
‘should have replied—“ We are interested, and 


should be represented.”’ 

Now Canada was compelled to stand by the 
terms of a treaty, in the negotiation of which 
she had no say whatever. Canada had been 
interested in the war with Turkey. Surely 
Canada should have been interested in making 
peace, and Canada’s viewpoint should have 
been represented ? 


CONFERENCE NEEDED. 


Mr. Laponte, Minister of Justice, replying 
to Mr. Meighen, said that it was impossible 
for Canada to press for representation at 
Lausanne when she was distinctly told at the 
outset that she was not invited and could not 
be represented. He believed that, perhaps, 
it would be necessary to have an Imperial 

fional 


Conference to define ciearly the constitu 


rights of the various parts of the Empire. In 
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the interests of Britain itself the equality of 
nations within the Empire should be asserted 
on all occasions. There should always be co- 
operation, but only honourable co-operation. 
** We must not act as rubber stamps,”’ he said. 

He believed that Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
was in sympathy with the attitude taken up 
by Canada in regard to the negotiations of 
foreign policy affecting the Empire, and that 
all the Dominions should be consulted as 
partners or equals in every document which 
was binding on all. Canada was a sister 
nation, and nothing else she would. be. 

Mr. J. T. Shaw Gia gestae Calgary) said 
that time would clarify Canada’s relation to 
the foreign affairs of the Empire. Since 
Canada had taken no part in the Lausanne 
Treaty, he could not see how one part of the 
Empire, which alone was active in the nego- 
tiation of the Treaty, could bind all the other 
parts. The logical position for Canada to 
assume was to secure, in fact and law, com- 
plete independence and control of foreign 
affairs, and then welcome free association on 
equal status with the rest of the Empire. 

The debate continued till the early hours of 
the morning before the estimates of the 
Department of External Affairs were passed.— 
(Reuter. )

The Free State Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health has issued a Sealed 
Order, dated the fifth day of June, reducing 
the quorum of the Joint Committee of Grange- 
gorman Mental Hospital to three members 
“during the continuance in force” of his 
order dated the 20th of May, 1924, dissolving 
the Municipal Council of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion. The Order is addressed to the Joint 
Committee appointed by the Council of the 
County Borough of Dublin and the Councils 
of the Administrative Counties of Dublin, 
Louth and Wicklow, and is made under Sec- 
tion 12 of the Local Government (Temporary 
Provisions) Act, 1923. Hitherto the number 
of members necessary to form a quorum of the 
Joint Committee was ten. 

Mr. James J. Doyle, Chief Clerk and 
Accountant of the Grangegorman Mental 
Hospital, has issued a notice stating that: 
“In consequence of the withdrawal of the repre- 
sentatives appointed on the Joint Committee

FAMINE FEARED IN 
RUSSIA. 


FAILURE OF THE CROPS. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

| RIGA, Tuesday. 

Fear of famine in the country districts of 
Russia this summer is expressed in an official 
report from Moscow. Only one-third of the 
area cultivated in 1921 has been planted this 
spring. Even the Ukraine figures are far 
below the average expected. Drought also 
threatens the Ukrainian plots, and pessimistic 
reports have been received from Odessa, Kief 
and the Crimea. | 

Zinovieff, in his last speech before the Com- 
munist Congress, predicted serious difficulties 
with the food situation in Russia, declaring 
that bad crops would result from a collapse of 
Ruasia’s new currency, which was only based 
upon the forcing of grain exports and the 
prohibition of imports. 

Madame Kameneff, wife of Commissary 
Kameneff, outlining the agricultural] situation, 
declared that the crop failure is partly due to 
weakness of the Se caused by wide- 
spread malaria] epidemics, and partly to the 
lack of seed and to parasites. When asked 
why the Soviet has not prepared measures, 
she explained that the Government is “' too 
busy against the real parasites in the country 
—the enemies of Communism.”’

CLEARING UP THE DEBRIS.

LONDON, Tuesday. 

Visitors to the British Empire Exhibition 
at Wembley to-day found hardly a trace of 
the invasion of the 320,000 bank holiday 
makers.

THE COUNCIL AND THE MEN’S 
PROPOSALS. 


A mass meeting of the men on strike, who 
had been employed by the Kingstown Urban 
Council under the Government grant for road 
work, took place last night at the Courthouse, 
Kingstown. It was unanimously agreed to. 
send a deputation to the Council, to lay ba- 
fore them résolutions with a view to MEN 
the strike to an end. One resolution state 
that the men were willing to resume work 
provided that one hundred men were em- 

loyed ; in other words, that fifty men should 
be employed ih addition to the fifty who had 
gone on strike. Another resolution stated 
that the unemployed were willing to allow 
the Council to select the men, provided that 
each batch of one hundred men should receive 
one month’s work. 

A deputation was received by the General 
Purposes Committee of the Council last night, 
and the men were informed that the Com- 
mittee declined to employ more than seventy 
men on the scheme. 


STORY OF A RAID. 


LONG STRUGGLE IN A 
DWELLINGHOUSE., 


The story of an armed raid on a dwelling- 
house was told at the Monaghan District 
Court yesterday, when John Murricane, who 
was formerly a creamery manager at Tyhol- 
land, and David Steenson, the assistant 
manager, were charged with having raided 
Mr. Wilson Clatke’s house on July 12 last 
year. The prisoners had been interned since 
that time. } 

Mr. Clarke, who lives with his mother (80) 
and an aged housekeeper, stated that on hear- 
ing the dog bark he got up and heard a 
knocking at the back and front doors. He 
saw three men outside,’ and fired shots over 
their: heads. One man entered the house, and 
Mr. Clarke closed with him. The man held a 
revolver, and they struggled for twenty 
minutes. Finally, overpowereé the man, 
who shouted—‘‘ For God's sake, let me 
Do you not know me: I am Murricane of the 
creamery.” He said that there were four 
others with them, but he refused to say who 
they were. The witness, still holding him, 
ecmpelled him to strike matches and hold 
them close to hig face, and he ressgnised him 
as Murricane. 

Later in the night Murricane, who said that 
he wanted fresh air, went away. Next morn- 
ing the witness saw him at the creamery, 
and Murricane said that it was an unfortunate 
occurrence. When he told Murricane that he 
would report the matter, Murricane said that 
if he did so he would be shot. 

The case wag adjourned for a week.

LETTER TO ELECTION AGENT. 


Mr. Hugh Kennedy, the new Chief Justice, 
hag sent the following letter to Mr. W. P, 
Corrigan, 3 St, Andrew street, Dublin :— 

“I have a communication to make which 
causes me intense regrets. It is that I have 
found it necessary to-day to resign my posi- 
tion as a deputy in Dáil Eireann representing 
the people of Dublin City South, and I must 
beg you, who were good enough to act as my 
election agent, to inform the Constituency 
Committee to this effect. 

“I have been proud to represent the people 
of my own city in their own Parliament, 
and proud to be associated. with the work of 
construction and building-up which followed 
upon the recognition of our national status. 
I had hoped that [ might have been per- 
mitted to represent the same constitueney 
and to continue having a share in the same 
work for many a day to come, but I have 
been called upon to undertake work of even 
greater responsibility and national import- 
ance. The Government have asked me to 
undertake the first headship of the new 
national Courts set up under the people’s own 
authority. Not without many regrets and a 
sense almost of bereavement have I yielded 
to this call as a call of duty. I have, there- 
fore, to-day tendered my resignation to the 
Speaker of Dáil Eireann, and so hand back to 
the people the trust they had reposed in

NEW EXTENSION BEGUN. 


The rapid development of the Dominican 
College at Newbridge, County Kildare, was 
marked by an interesting ceremony yesterday 
afternoon, when there was laid the corner 
stone of what is officially described as an 
extension of the present school. 

The Dominicans have a lon 
record of service to the Roman Catholic 
Church in the County Kildare. It was, how- 
ever, only in 1852 that they opened the 
College. in Newbridge, with Father Walter as 
the first Prior of the foundation. In 1900, when 
Father McCormick was Prior, the establish- 
ment took its place among the. leading resi- 
dential colleges for the education of Irish 
Roman Catholic boys, as apart from the 
ms seminary school for the training of 

vites for the Order of Preachers. In the 
twenty-four years that have elapsed it has 
developed so markedly that a complete 
reorganisation was decided on, and the erec- 
tion of the new buildings has been in progress 
for some time. 

Mr. T. J. Cullen, M.R.LA.I. of Dublin, 
prepared the plan of the building. It partly 
occupies the site of the original smal] build- 
ing of 1852. It is in the Collegiate Gothic 
style, in three storeys, providing accommoda- 
tion for almost 100 ‘bove: The present 
student roll contains 104 names. A special 
featare of the design is the provision of an 
elaborate bathing annexe. When completed 
by Messrs. Mackay and Sons, of Dublin, the 
contractors, the new buildings will give the 
students of the College one of the most up-to- 
date boarding sthools in the country. 

The corner stone was laid, in the presence 
of. many old students and other friends of 
the College, by the head of the Irish Province 
of the Dominican Order, the Very Rev. Finbar 
Ryan, Cork. He was assisted by the Rev. 
D. Geelan, O.P., and the Rev. 4 Fogarty, 
O.P., while the present Prior of Newbridge, 
the Very Rev. R. J. Murphy, acted as master 
of ceremonies. After the blessing, two sealed 
Kottles were, in accordance with a Dominican 
custom, placed under the stone. One. con- 
tained a candle, symbolic of the light of the 
faith, and the other a parchment on which 
were inscribed the names of the reigning 
nee and those of the Irish Provincial of the 
Order, the Prior and the members of the 
Newbridge community. When the stone had 
heen lowered into its place it was “ fixed” 
by the Provincial with an ebony: and silver 
mason’s mallet, presented by the contractors,

: HOLIDAY INFLUENCES, 


It ‘was quite obvious, on the resumption. of. 
business on the Stock Exchange yesterday, 
that the holiday spirit was still abroad. Tho 
attendance was somewhat thin, and in only 
one or two departments. was there any 
evidence of an accumulation of public orders, 
One of the cheeriest sections of the House 
was that devoted to Mining shares, and here 
an almost buoyant tendency was observable, 
The Kaffir market. in particular, was. easily 
able to maintain the firmness which charac- 
terised it during the closing days of last week, 
and this notwithatanding the incidence of the 
carry-over in general securities and the apathy 
of Paris and the Cape. The good impression 
created by the individual returns from the 
Rand producers was confirmed by the aggre- 
gate figures for May, the particulars of which 
are commented upon in another column. The 
buving was by no means aggressive, bit with 
only one or two exceptions, the usually active 
counters went ahead. East Rand were again 
a centre of interest, but heavy profit-taking 
following the recent advance left its mark 
upon the quotation. and Randfontein suffered 
from a few realisations. Centra] Mining were 


also fractionally easier, but Durban Deep 
Cons., Main Reef, Rose Deep, Village Deep, 


and many similar shares were being taken 
in hand and went forward smartly. Far 
Eastérns, including Government Mines, 
Modderfontein, Modder Deep, New State 
Areas, Springs Mines and West Springs were 
being steadily dealt in atadvancing prices, and 
the tone at the close was as firm as ever. 
Rhodesians were not so much in evidence as 
formerly, and Chartered were content to main- 
tain their former level, while Cam and Motor 
suffered a slight relapse, despite the announce- 
ment of a 3s. dividend, against 1s. 6d. at this 
time last vear. Selukwe were also a trifle on 
the wrong side, but Rezende hardened the 
turn. Paris was an alternate buyer, and 
seliers of some of its specialities, but Diamond 
descriptions were by no means active, and De 
Reers Def. showed the only change in this 
section. the quotation showing a slight falling 
off. The price of Tin was 10s. easier, at 
£21E 7s. 6d. per ton. but the Share market 
was nearly lifeless. Very little interest was 
taken in the Fastern issues, and the only 
change recorded was.a weakening of Tavoy 
Dredging. Rio Tintos were dull along with other 
Continental favourites. In other directions 
Burma Corp. attracted attention and 
hardened, and Porcupine Goldfields were also 
marked up.

DUNLOP RUBBER SCHEME. 


Commenting on the Dunlop Rubber recon- 
struction scheme, the Financial News writes 
—‘* We conceive it as possible that Ordinary 
shareholders may be inclined to the opinion 
that they have been asked to make a some- 
what excessive surrender. But it has to be 
remembered (apart from the writing down of 
market values which has already occurred) 
that under existing conditions the dead-weight 
of accumulated deficit is so enormous that 
it is in every respect desirable to perform 
without delay the necessary operation of writ- 
ing down assets. The proposed reconstruc- 
tion virtually ensures placing tha Ordinary 
capital on a dividend-paying basis, unless 
there should be a very unexpected fall in 
profits to a degree that hardly seems likely. 
Preference dividends, which it is proposed to 
resume directly the Btheme has received the 
sanction of the proprietors and of the courts, 
will in future absorb £360,000 a year. On 
the basis of the accounts for the eighteen 
months to the end of 1923 the yearly net 

rofit, after provision for all debenture and 
sop” interest, amounts to £970,000 in round 
figures, which leaves a distinctly ample 
margin to meet Ordinary dividend. Moreover, 
the eighteen-month figures are a conservative 
basis oe assessing annual profits, since earn- 
ings during the latter portion of the eighteen 
months were materially higher than for the 
first half.” 

The Financial Times says:—“That any 
scheme of reorganisation would have to be 
drastic was a foregone conclusion, and that 
any proposals that might be put forward 
anal, excite opposition in some quarter was 
equally inevitable. They have, in fact, 
already provoked definitely antagonistic 
action in one direction. The scheme to be 
submitted for the shareholders’ approval on 
Monday next is bound to arouse keen dis- 
cussion. The question for the shareholders 
of all classes to consider is whether its rejec- 
tion would’ not involve disadvantages far 
greater than any that might seem to accrue 
from ite acceptance.”
